History and general, looati on of the Installations* 

a) The Russian radar station at SWINEMUENBIS was probably erected in 
1 955 , since the local population only began to talk about it in 1956 # 

b) The station, whioh is right on the shore, adjoins a group of Soviet 
military installations (marked (l) on the map) , extending Westwards along 



the shore. Aoooss to the area is forbidden to civilians. 

0) Tho area of the Eastorn tip of the poninsula and a sandy bolt of 
shore between tho radar installations and the sea are used as 
bathing beaches and aro acoossiblo to civilians. 

Manning of tho station. 

Tho radar station, whioh is apparently oonnooted with tho 
installation West of tho road, appears to bo mannod oxolusivoly by 
Russian personnel, sinco only Russians, some in khaki uniform with 
black epaulottos and some sailors, havo boon seen moving about it#
